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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language; or 

the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has 
fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent. 


The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA

Claims 13,25-27 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wessberg'740. 

The Wessberg reference discloses a system for filling a vehicle (i.e. an electro- 
mechanical type device) comprising input and output connectors (7,6) with associated fuel 
vessels and valve components (2,3) associated therewith that cooperated to define a fluid 
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channel (unlabeled), wherein the input and outlet connectors and associated valve components 
define a device/adapter that can be considered to be separate from the associated fuel supplies 
that the components feed. 

In regard to claim 50, any fluid channel defined by the device can be measured on a 
micro-scale regards the dimension thereof. 


Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/21/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In regard Applicant's argument with respect to the adapter being separate from the 
fuel supplies, see the last three lines of the previous paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 55 and 58-60 are allowed. 

Claims 28,29,33-35,51-54,56 and 57 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
